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In the Foreword of the first number of the Current List, published 
January 1, 1941, it was stated that its purpose is to bring promptly to the 
attention of those engaged in medical research, the current periodical liter- 
ature in this field. Im order to secure the widest possible circulation of 
this new publication, the co8peration of the medical libraries of the country 
has been sought. The greater part of these are members of the Medical Library 
Association, an organization devoted to the improvement of medical library 
service in general. This is done by means of discussions of procedures and 
problems at the annual meetings, by publishing reports of these in the quarter- 
ly Bulletin of the Association, and by conducting an Exchange Service which 
issues to the members, lists of duplicate publications which libraries are will- 
ing to exchange for other publications which they do not have. Thus the organ- 
ization is actively engaged in improving their collections of medical litera- 
ture as well as rendering all possible aid to those interested in the advance- 


ment of medicine. 


Since one reason for the existence of the Current List is to advance the 
aims of medical bibliography and library science which is the field of the Med- 
ical Library Association, it seems appropriate to encourage a closer tie be- 
tween the two. Toward this end an invitation was extended some months ago to 
the Medical Library Association to assume joint“sponsorship with the Friends 
of the Army Medical Library for the Current List of Medical Literature. This 
invitation was accepted at the recent New Orleans meeting of the Medical Libra- 
ry association and beginning July 1, 1942 with the third volume, the Current List 
will be issued under the joint auspices of the two organizations. In this way 
the sponsorship formalities in connection with the governmental codperation 
which the publication enjoys, are placed on a far more substantial and perma- 


nent basis. 


The conduct of the Current List will be continued under the immediate con- 
trol of the Executive Committees of the Medical Library Association and of the 
Friends of the Army Medical Library. No change in policy is contemplated, but 
helpful suggestions from members of both organizations are earnestly solicited. 
It is especially hoped that medical libraries will henceforth feel a sense of 
proprietorship in the Current List and a desire to make it of ever increasing 
usefulness to those whom they are called upon to assist in gaining a knowledge 


of the literature of medicine.
